WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—President Carter said today he 
is scrapping his plan to give $50 
tex rebates to millions of U.S. 
taxpayers because the economy is 
improving without the stimulus 
and it would be “a mistake to 
go ahead with it." Wall Street 
Stocks rose 8.8.points.at the close 
on the news — 

Mr. Carter said the rebate 
could be revived if the economy 
should need it in the months 
ahead. 


He said another reason for 
withdrawing the rebate is con- 
cer over a threatened increase 
in inflation. “I wes the first one 
who felt it would be a mistake to 
go ahead with it,” ssid Mr. Car- 
ter.

U.S. Willing

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP),

The implication of the party 
journal's statement is clearly that 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoli Do- 
brynin’s recent meetings at the 
White House do not reflect any 
softening of the Soviet rejection 
handed to Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance on March 30. In- 
stead, Moscow was thought to be 
reaffirming that it will negotiate 
only along the lines of the 1974 
Vindivestok accord—and not in 
the way that the accord has been 
interpreted by the Carter admin- 
istration. 

‘Revision’ of Pact 

The U.S. plan for implementing 
the Vladivostok guidelines setting 
aside the unresolved question of 
limits on the U.S. Cruise missile 
and the Soviet Backfire bomber, 
“amounts to a revision of the 
agreement,” Pravda declared. It is 
“at odds with the goals and tasks 
of the Soviet American” Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks, the pa- 
per's editorial asserted. 

But the brunt of the new Soviet 
blast is directed against what the 
Carter admimistration deseribes 
as its “comprehensive” proposal 
to cut back radically on the num- 
bers of missile launchers and 
bombers as well as weapons with 
multiple warheads.

Carter Sets ‘New Approach’

—President Carter today 
outlined his three-point “new 
approach” toward Latin America, 
declaring that the United States 
would “stand beside” those na- 
tions that promote democracy 
and respect human rights.

Enunciating the principal ele- 
ments in his “new-approach” 
policy, Mr. Carter said: “First 
is a high regard for the indtvid- 
uality and sovereignty of each 
Latin American and Caribbean 
nation. We will not act abroad 
in ways that we would not 
tolerate at home.

Attacks on Western Society 
By Paul Hofmann 


VIENNA, April 14 (NYT!.—The 
state-controlled information me- 
dia in Eastern Europe are step- 
ping up a campaign to depict 
‘Western societies, and especially 
the United States, as mercilessly 
exploitative. 

In what appears to be a con- 
certed drive, newspapers, radio 
and television throughout the So- 
viet bloc are describing the West 
85 an inferno for the working 
class because of mass unemploy- 
ment, lack of job security, racial 
discrimination, the absence of 
health services and old-age care 
and the arrogance of a tiny 
clique of capitalists who reap 
huge profits and wield enormous 
power. 

“Some of the atuff we get from 
Prague, East Berlin and Sofia is 
curiously dated—like Karl Mars 
and Friedrich Engels thundering 
about conditions in England more 
than 100 years ago.” an analyst 
here commented, 

He said thes denunciations of 
“Western capitalism.” or “mo- 
nopoly capitalism.” at times with 
anti-Semitic overtones, were par- 
ticularly strident in Czechoslo- 
vakia, East Getmany and Bul- 
garia, less so in Poland and 
Romania, and rather perfunctory 
in Hungary. 


Sofia Conference 


Specialists on Eastern Europe 
here agree that the barrage of 
attacks was coordinated at a con- 
ference of ideological experts 
from the central leadership of 
the Communist parties in the 
Soviet Union and its allies in 
Eastern Europe that was held 
in Sofia on March 2 and 3. 

The closed-door parley at Sofia 
is understood to have discussed 
the problems of political dissi- 
dents in the countries represent- 
ed. Another topic was sizategy 
at the forthcoming Belgrade con- 
ference to monitor progress, if 
any, in East-West détente. it was 
reUlably reported. 

The Belgrade conference, due 
to start June 15, has been called 
to examine what has been achiev~ 
ed since 35 nations, including the 
United States and Canada. agreed 
on a code of conduct for East- 
‘West relations in Helsinki in the 
summer of 1975, 

The Eastern bloc clearly ex- 
pects to be the target of Western 
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criticism im connection with diz- 
sident movements for more 
human and civil liberties in 
Communist-governed nations. 

The Communist ideologists who 
took part in last month's Sofia 
conference appear to have decid- 
ed to organize a vast propaganda 
effort to contend that “real” 
human rights—the right to work, 
to free medical care, to free edu- 
cation of children, and to old-age 
pensions—-were guaranteed only 
by socialism. 

The new drive to denounce 
shoricomings in the capttalist 
West started throughout the So- 
viet bloc about two weeks after 
the Sofia conference. The cam-~ 
paign is now in full swing, ac- 
cording to analysts here, who 
predict that it will en@ early in 
June.

U.S.-U.K. Accord 
Gn Air Charters 


LONDON. Aprit 14 {AP-DJ).— 
Britain and the United States 
hace reached an agreement on 
charter arrangements for the 
next 12 months to replace the 
Taemorandum of understanding 
which expired at the end of iast 
year.

Textile Imports

Inberently Saspect 

About one-third of the party's 
30 million members and roughly 
one-third of the Central Com- 
mittee received their party mem- 
berships after the Cultural Revo- 
lution and so may be inherently 
Suspected of involvement with 
Miss Chiang’s group. 

Of the new charges against the 
four Politburo members, the most 
serious are those against Mr. 
Chang, the deputy premier. In 
the dossier he is sald to have 
joined αὶ Kuomintang group 
known as the Blue Shirts, which 
wes modeled after Mussolini's 
Brown Shirts. Mr. Chang report- 
edly joined after having been 
arrested as a Communist in the 
mid-1930s, when he was 17 or 
18 years old.

‘Newborn Bourgeols’

Association, said that 35,000 dock 
workers would be on strike, re- 
fusing to handle cargo of the 
seven largest container-ship com- 
panies in “any port from Maine 
to Texas.” 


But a survey of East and Gulf 
Coast ports showed that only 
about 5,000 workers had walked 
off the job, chiefly here in New 
York and in nearby Newark, NJ.

S. Export Ban

WASHINGTON, April 14 ΠΥΡῚ. 
—The Carter administration is 
holding up 58 export licenses 
involving the shipment of almost 
2900 pounds of uranium fuel to 
research institutions and power 
plants around the world while 
it reassesses the threat of the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 

All 23 export licenses imvolve 
the shipment of what nuclear 
experts call “highly enriched 
uranium,” which is uranium 
saturated 93 per cent with the 
isotope called U-235. This isotope 
is used in research reactors that 
make radioactive medicines and 
hybrid wheat and corn seeds but 
it also conld be used to make 
atomic weapons. 

The Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission, which has licensing au- 
thority over the shipments of 
uranium fuel. declined yesterday 
to comment on the delays in 
licensing approval for the 28 ship- 
ments. Sources outside the NRC 
said, however, that the 583 licenses 
were being held up by the White 
House and the State Department 
pending studies of the weapons 
proliferation threat. 

The orders being held up total 
2.887 pounds of highly enriched 
uranium fuel earmarked for 13 
countries, including most of the 
countries of Western Europe, 
Japan, Bolivia, Brazil and Can- 
ada. 

Fuel Rods 

One Ucense application calls 
for the shipment of £20 pounds 
οἵ highly enriched uranium to ea 
firm called Nukem, in West Ger- 
many, which will fabricate the 
uranium into fuel rods and ship 
them to General Electric Co. in 
Pleasanton, Calif. 

The General Electric research 
reactor awaiting the fuel ship- 
ment uses the uranium to create 
radioactive isotopes such as co- 
balt-60 to treat cancer patients. 
A GE spokesman said their facil- 
ity is one of the largest of its 
kind in the world and will hare 
consumed the uranium fuel cur- 
rently in its reactor in less than 
8 year, 

“It takes time to get the fuel 
to Germany, get it fabricated and 
get it back for tests to Pleasan- 
ton,” the GE spokesman said. 
“We can't wait forever for the 
export license.” 

Pending 2 Years 

Of the 38 shipments, the one 
held up the longest is for 52 
pounds of highiy enriched ura~ 
nium for a research reactor in 
South Africa. That license has 
been pending for two years. 

More than half the licenses 
have been held in abeyance for 
about ἃ year, which is as long 
as Congress has been seriously 
Gebating the issue of nuclear 
exports.

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Emerging Strategy for Energy 


Splendid-President Carter's energy program 
ὅς, evidently, going to include a stiff tax on 
gasoline. That's a pretty good test of pres- 
identia] purpose. An energy program that 
Teaches gasoline consumption is a serious 
one, deserving respect and cooperation. Con- 
versely, programs that step delicately around 
gasoline pricing are mere window dressing. 
But while the bite in the Carter plan is going 
to be real. it will also be delayed—the price, 
it seems. of getting it through a reluctant 
Congress. 

The actual imposition of the tax is post- 
poned, as we understand it. until 1979. 
There's ta be an elaborate trigger mechan- 
ism. If next year’s gasoline sales exceed 
this year’s (as they certainly will) the tax 
would then come into effect. That puts the 
painful impact off until after the next con~ 
gressional elections. To put the best face 
on it. you could argue that this long wait 
constitutes fair warning. But if you agree 
that U.S. overconsumption of fuel requires 
forceful national action. you will probably 
also agree that two years is too long to wait 
for it. 

Our understanding of Mr. Carter's pro- 
gram depends entireiy, at this point. on the 
usual 1685. dribbles and hints that precede 
any great presidential initiative. The mes~ 
sage wili be formally presented next Wednes- 
day— the promised three months, to the 
day. after he took office. Why do we not 
wait until then before commenting? Because 
this message will be central to U.S. policy 
and politics for the rest of the year. and 
perhaps 8 lot longer. We'd rather err on 
the side of speaking too soon than too late. 
Tf the details of the plan are still obscure, 
the general thrust is faizly clear. 

Mr. Carter and his energy planners, head- 
ed by James Schlesinger, have come down 
squarely on the right side of the crucial en- 
forcement issue. They have chosen to re- 
strain overconsumption mainly by raising 
prices and taxes, rather than by legal 
restriction and regulation. Regulation 
means, one Way or another, rationing and, 
for 216 million consumers, {6 won't work. If 
there's one thing that this country doesn't 
need, it’s squads of federal energy cops 
ereeping off in pursuit of the energy ad- 
dicts among us—those sinners who perversely 
overrun their allotments and quotas. 

The right solution is heavy taxation to 
make those staners pay. The revenue then 
has to be returned promptly to the public— 


preferably by cutting regressive taxes LOW 
in effect, like the Social Security payrall tax. 
It's a device to redistribute income away 
from people who use a lot of fuel to people 
who use less of it. But the flows of money 
here would be extremely large, and 2 great 
many members of Congress will also see in 
it other kinds of redistribution—from one 
income group to another, from one industry 
to another and from one geographical region 
to another. 

In Congress, this Immense program is 
going to be treated much like a tax reform 
dU. Struggling to make it fairer by varions 
conflicting definitions, the congressional 
committees will inevitably make it more in- 
tricate and less comprehensible. The legis- 
lation, after all, will include not only gaso- 
line but the taxing and priting of crade oil 
and gas. It will reach home insuletion and 
the licensing of nuclear reactors. As with 
a tax bill, passage will be a divisive process 
and the narrowest interests will be the best 
represented, 

This legislation will have no natural con- 
stituency. The old-line consumers’ organiza- 
tions will probably fight it because it raises 
Prices. _The automobile companies and 
unions fear that it will cost jobs and prof- 
its. The oil companies already see them- 
selves penalized by vast new taxation. 
People who commute by car aren't going to 
like it. and there are a lot of them. 

* * * 

It’s up to President Carter to explain why 
it’s necessary to undergo all of this cost, 
trouble and disruption of our accustomed 
national ways. The explanation is readily 
understandable, although it’s not 2 comfor- 
table one. There's a real danger to the 
United States in its recklessly expanding 
fuel consumption when its own oil and gas 
reserves are declining. There's a severe and 
growing danger in this country’s increased 
dependence on Middle Eastern oil—a danger 
to jobs, fo personal prosperity and to na- 
tlonal security. This rich and fortunate 
country clings to its traditional sense of 
boundless abundance and, as long as gas 
tanks are full, its ideas are not golng to be 
readily changed, Getting this legislation 
enacted is golng to be difficult, at best. But 
if Mr. Carter speaks candidly of the great 
national interesis here, and the rising threat 
to them. there’s a chance that the bills will 
go through.

TV Sets and U.S. Tariffs 


The Customs Court's ruling on Japanese 
television sets comes pretty close to being a 
disaster. It threatens to impose tremendous 
tariffs not just on Japanese goods, but on 
nearly everything that the U.S. imports 
from any industrial country except Canada. 
If it’s upheld, this decision will impose the 
most costly kind of disruption on this coun- 
try'’s foreign trade. Even if it's ultimately 
reversed, a year or two from now, it will 
have set off a round of inflationary price 
increases. Since administration offictals say 
that they expected the decision, one might 
think that they would have had a remedy 
ready. But they don’t. In fact, there may 
not be one. 

The court's decision turns on a point 
absurdly small in proportion to its implica- 
tions. Japan collects an excise tax on 
manufactured goods, but it remits that tax 
on its exports, A U.S. manufacturer, Zenith 
Radio Corp. claimed that the remitted tax 
constituted an illicit subsidy to its Japanese 
eompetitors. Zenith cited a vague prohibi- 
tion against “bounties or grants” to imparts 
In an 1897 statute. The Customs Court 
agreed. 

Part of the trouble here is the difference 
in the ways that nations impose taxes. The 
United States and Canada depend mainly on 
Income taxes. Most of the other industrial 
enuntries prefer a variety of sales taxes, 
excise taxes and value-added taxes. All 
nations lift these taxes from the goods that 
they sell abroad, The practice is explicitly 
sanctioned under the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade. the international mules 
of fair trade. 

* oe OK 

If the Customs Court’s decision applies to 
Japanese electronics equipment, it also ap- 
plies to European steel It applies to cars, 
clothes and machinery. But there’s more. 
That 1897 statute 8150 says that the Treasury 
must impose countervailing U.S. duties on 
all of these imports. equal to the taxes being 


remitted on them at home. In the case of 
the Japanese television sets, it's 15 per cent. 
In the case of European steel, it's 30 per cent 
—a prohibitive barrier. While the appeals 
are going forward, importers have to post 
bonds for these duties. If the decision is 
eventually upheld, all of those duties will 
have to be paid. 

Immediately, some U.S. importers will re~ 
fuse to bring in goods with this gigantic 
liability attached to them. Other importers 
will raise prices 85 Insurance against the 
possibiilty of huge retroactive tax payments. 
Imports have been 2, crucial force to restrain 
prices in this country: 25 the imports drop 
and their prices rise, you can be certain that 
U.S. manufacturers will raise their own 
prices. The Customs Court has done serious 
damage to this country’s hopes of pushing 
down the inflation rate over the next couple 
of years. 

The administration will doubiless ask the 
higher courts to speed up their consideration 
of the appeals. But no ease of this mag- 
nitude can be speeded up very much. The 
adminisitation might also go to the Congress 
with a plea to rewrite the law. But there's 
8 stalemate in Congress on the trade issues. 
The protectionists can’t pass the bills that 
they want, but they appear to have enough 
strength to prevent any loosening of the pres- 
ent laws. As long 85 the unemployment rate 
is over 7 per cent. Congress isn’t likely to be 
very heipful_ 

Orderly world trade is the requisite for 
stable economies and societies. Most other 
nations are far more dependent on trade 
than the United States, and this abrupt bar 
to the world’s richest market can affect jobs. 
living standards and elections far beyond 
our borders. It is now necessary to expect 
retaliation against U.S. goods. The conse- 
quences of this deplorable decision will begin 
with the trade flows. but they won't end 


there.

ologists have long predicted 
the day when there would be a 
compact computer in every 
home for everyday use. Now 
that prediction has moved a 
step closer to realization a5 8, 
new telecommunications device 
that converts television sets into 
information-spewing data banks 
is being readied for sale to the 
British public. 

Viewdata, a system linking 
TV sets with 2 central com- 
Puter terminal through the 
national telephone network, cam 
relay hundreds of thousands of 
facts to the damestic viewer, 
enabling him to obtain at the 
push of a button the latest 
sStocE averages. up-to-the- 
minute news, consumer advice, 
train schedules, classified ad- 
vertising and even job openings. 

The device was pioneered by 
the British Post Office, a pubtic 
corporation engaging in tele- 
communications research in 
addition to operating the na- 
tional pestal and telephone 
services. Plans for a market 
trial, to begin next year, are 
to be announced later this 
month. 

If successful. Viewdata c.uld 
revolutionize the way in which 
the average individual uses m- 
formation oy placing at his 
disposal an extensive data ware- 
house that, until now. has been 
available only to government, 
business and science.
